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Back To School For 
Sierra Madia Youth 


THE CONSTANT SCHOOL 

Education has found its rightful place in the sun since the 
three R's of scarcely more than a generation ago. 

Then, it radiated a limited light to a mere arc of the age 
circle. Most of our grandparents had "learned enough" if they 
had trudged to the one-room schoolhouse from the ages of six 
to twelve or fourteen. Most of our parents were thought to be 
sufficiently enlightened in matters that could be learned from 
books if they completed high school. They were "extra polished" 
if they further pursued two years of college, exceptional if they 
possessed an A. B. degree, and especially esteemed if they had 
mastered a professional or other advanced degree requiring two 
or more additional years of specialized learning. 

Today, education is a multifold radiation of knowledge, 
broadened from the three R s by the advances of science, and 
embracing the whole experience of life. High school education 
is considered the barest minimum for meeting the complex 
problems of a world more closely knit together. An A. B. de¬ 
gree has become a mere first essential for a greater number of 
jobs. Professional enrollment has expanded to exceed the col¬ 
lege of a generation ago. Specia'ized and practical training 
and the learning of trades, which have multiplied with the ad¬ 
vance of science, have been made increasingly available not 
only in the public schools, but by the public for adults who have 
discovered that their sparsei knowledge of yesteryear must be 
constantly supplemented if they are to keep abreast of a con¬ 
tinuously enlightened nation and world. The handicapped, who 
formerly were left to a useless dependency on their families, 
have aided through education, through knowledge and prartical 
skills made available, to tin enlightened and more independent 
status in society. Veterans flocking to the universities after their 
contact with the other side of the world are a sure sign of the 
significance of education for an understanding of the rest of 
the world. - 

Today, more schools offering more knowledge in the arts 
and sciences and everyday aspects of living .are open to more 
people. Oldsters and youngsters alike are being afforded the 
opportunities of a continuous, increased, and expanded learning 
through instruction made available by organizational, community, 
state, and federal programs. Libraries, bookstores, radio pro¬ 
grams, magazines and newspapers present obvious evidence that 
the call of the age is for more knowledge of all variety for 
more people. 

The latest acknowledgement cf education is in (t>e lower arc 
of the age circle. In many states the five-year-olds have been 
included in the public school program. On the East and West 
coasts, particularly, private nursery schools for tots from two 
to five have become numerous. The recognized worth-whileness 
of such education for the lowest arc of the age circle received 
a decided impetus during the war with the establishment of 
nurseries for children of members of the armed forces and of 
mothers working in war plants. 

Thouah this lowest arc, the pre-school age .is the latest to 
be acknowledged for educational possibilities, and the least 
acknowledged, it is by no means of the lea't sigmficance. For 
careful research by the wisest authorities in education is proving 
more and more that the earliest years of life are the most im¬ 
portant in that they set the stage for all learning that is to 
follow. Nor have the researchers forgotten that most funda¬ 
mental factor in ell education: the parents' pattern of living and 
state of being informed. It h,;; been well established that the 
finest education can be in vain if laid onto distorted foundations. 
In combination with the nursery education the toddlers receive 
in the way of living and learning together (it is still amazing to 
some how much and how easily a pre-school child can be taught 
of matters that are the very basis of maturity), at the same 
time the parents are educated to learning possibilities of their 
toddlers, to a keener awareness of their own responsibilities, and

With all the strikes it took the 
package three months to arrive, 
so we couldn't write earlier and 
thank you for all your kindness.

Staff at the City School 


I have been a resident of Sier¬ 
ra Madre for a good number of 
years and to this day still don’t 
know what makes the "Whistle 
Blow”. Every once in a while 
when the subject comes up, I 
have asked others if they knew 
but no, they didn't know either, 
and also got to wondering about 
it. Does the telephone operator 
push a button and make it blow, 
or does a policeman ? I would 
surely like to know, and I think 
that a few other residents would 
also like to satisfy their curios, 
ity. 

Editor’s Note The city siren 
is an instrument or emergency. 
Its fundamental use is to call 
the fire department to fir s. In 
asinuch as the firemen with ex¬ 
ception of the fire chief and man 
on duty in the fire hall are vol¬ 
untary fire fighters, there must 
be a signal loud enough to sum¬ 
mon them anywhere they may be 
in the city. The number of blasts 
tells the location of the fire. 

It is required by law that the 
siren be tested once a day for 
safety’s sake and apparently the 
noon and 9:00 p. m. blast takes 
care of the situation. 

It is operated from the office 
of the Police Department. 

JUSTIFIED AS A CURFEW

BACK TO SCHOOL WITH SAFETY 


CHILDREN: 

Don't depend on the motorist Jo watch out for your safety. 
You must do your part too. 

Oojs the streets only at street corners or in marked cross¬ 
walks—never in the middle of the block unless there is a 
marked cross-walk there. 

Never cross an intersection diagonally. 

Before crossing a street at any location, stop before you 
step into the street and make sure that you can cross in safety. 
Walk, don't run, and don t play in the street. 

Leave your home in plenty of time to arrive at school 
without hurrying. Haste frequently causes children and adults 
alike to forget or disregard the safety rules. 

If you ride a bicycle, observe the traffic laws. Ride on the 
right ido of the street. Before turning, be sure you can do 
so in safety and give an arm signal at least 50 feet before 
you start to turn. Slow down and look carefully before cross¬ 
ing intersections. STOP at boulevard stops. Don't ride 
double and don't ride on the sidewalks. Be sure your bike 
is in good mechanical condition, particularly the brake. 

PARENTS— Your co-operation is essential. Safety edu¬ 
cation in the schools and campaigns carried on by public 
authorities and independent organizations in the interest of 
safety fall short of the desired goal unless the parents them¬ 
selves take an active part in keeping this subject alive in the 
child's mind. Proper and frequent home instruction will help. 

MOTORISTS— Keep your car under control at all times. 
Be particularly alert in the vicinity of schools. Remember 
that the speed limit in a school zone is 15 miles per hour 
and that the pedestrian, whether child or adult must be given 
the right-of-way in a marked or unmarked cross-walk.

Sterling Silver Off 
OPA Schedule and 
Higher Priced 

| Sterling silver flatware, includ- j 
ing knives, forks and spoons 
j made of sterling silver, has been 
I indefinitely suspended from price 
j control, the OPA announced to- ; 
i day. Sterling silver holloware. j 
| such as sugar bowls, cream I 
pitchers and gravy boats has been 
exempted from price control since 1 
December, 1945. 

Today's action, effective at 
once, has been taken on twoj 
bases 

1. As the vast majority of sil¬ 
verware sold is silver plated, ster- 
ling silver flatware is insignifi¬ 
cant in the cost of living. Silver 
plated flatware remains under 
ceilings, 

2. The August 1, 1946. increase 
in the ceiling fcrtce of silver from 
71.11 cents to 90.5 cents per 
ounce substantially increases the 
cost of manufacturing this silver. 
OPA would be required to grant ] 
increased ceiling to individual 
manufacturers in addition to per- j 
mitting an industry-wide increase

Manufacturers' ceilings on chil¬ 
dren's metal wheeled goods, such 
ns tricycles. wagons, scooters, 
airplanes, trucks and automobiles, 
have been increased 4.8 per cent, 
the OPA has announced.

Ceiling Price of 
Dollars and Cents

Home builders purchasing "sta¬ 
bilized" adobe bricks, now being 
produced by many local plants, 
will henceforth have little troub- j 
le in ascertaining the legal price j 
of the blocks for their sales are 
now controlled by dollar and-cent? 
ceilings. 

Heretofore, adobe bricks were 
sold under the “freeze” ceilings 
imposd in 1942 with considerable 
variation among sellers. Some j 
new plants have been turning 
out bricks and selling them for 
as high as S300 per 1000 as com- ; 
pared with the doliars-and-cents 
ceilings of SI 00 now in effect for 
the popular 4x7>jxl6 inch size. 

Prices of other sizes, all f.o.b. 
plant, are: 4xS-lS inch .<112.50 
per 1000 and 4x12x18 S200 per 
1000.

DRAFT AGAIN 


Apparently the heavy enlist¬

vantage their voluntary action 
would bring them. This is indi¬
